Ismet said that Christian Turks 
lived happily in Turkey and ask for 
nothing. He ais? casigd the attention 
od? all to the facc tnat Angora had 
srred a treaty of peace with Soviet 
Armenia. 

Turkey, he said was prepared .o 
Brent political amensty tc every! ody 
but could not grant exemptions from 
military service to any of the minori- 
Nes because the militasy iav app.ied 
to all gubjects, 

For Peace of the Worla 

He added: “For the peace of the 
world it ia my duty to say that ac- 
ceptance by Turkey of any treatment 
more rigorous in nature than applied 
in other countries is irreconciliable 
with the future existence of Turkey. 

“I do not wish to think that this 
conference wil] make use of the mi- 
nority question ag a means of striking 
a blow at the integrity of Turkey" 

United States ambassador Child 
had a long conference with Ismet 
Pashe this afternoon and urged him 
on humane grounds to make liberal 
concessions for .the protection of the 
Armenians, Greeks and other miner- 
ities remaining in Turkey.

Hears Instructive Address 
From Frank Turley 
The executive of the Edmonton 


Automobile and Good Roads Agsaocia- 
tion has under consideration the sub- 


ject of devising some method whereby 


the quality of gascline may be euar- 
anteed to the motoring public. In an 
address to the execttive on Tuesday 
Frank Turley, of the Imperial Oi! Co., 
showed that the gravity test, now in 
boa ia moet Soren _ of little 
consequence as it varies for gasoline 
from different tields, while the gas 


from the several fields would have 


the same efficiency in an engine. 

Mr. Turley gave an elaborate outline 
of what gusoline is; namely a by-pro- 
duct of petroleum, which was a waste 
product until the discovery of the in- 
ternal combustion engine. It is pro- 
duced by fractional distillation of 
crude petroleum, and it is the initial 
and maximum boiling points which 
should decide the grade of gasoline. 

Deulers, in buying gas, buy it on the 
high and low beet 3 point testa and 
the motoring public has a right to the 
same information about the gas they 
a as the dealers have. 

t is agreed now that owing to the 
immense consumption of gasoline its 
efficiency is not what it was ten years 
ago. The hope of the motorists in 
future is not that a superior gas will 
begput on the market but they are 
relying upon the invention of an im- 
proved type of internal combustion 
egine. 

If it is possible to devise some rea- 
sonable and feasible method of mak- 
ing a standard whereby the consumer 
would have a warrant of the quality of 
gasoline, the executive of the mon. 
ton Automobile Asociation Will leave 
no stone unturned to get legislation to 
this effect.

tically nothing has been done on the 
end of the trail in the territories, 

Alberta's Share.

And they could have dic- 
tated terms to him as the condition 
of allowing him to live unmolested 
in semi-independence in that por- 
tion of Asia Minor that is inhab- 
ited by his own people. For the 
horror that he has perpetrated 
there, and for his flat declaration 
that they cannot now put him 
under guard anywhere, the Allies 
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Ismet Lays Down the Law 

Ismet Pasha is getting tired of 
talk. He wants results, and wants 
them right away. He got up at 
Lausanne the other day and told 
the delegates that they might just 
as well stop the palaver first as 
last and take orders from him 
since he intends to bows the works 
anyway. And the orders were 
brief and to the point. What 
they amount to is that Turkey in- 
tends to run its own affairs in 
future without any interference 
from the Powers, and that all the 
delegates have to do is to sign the 
title deeds to Thrace and go home 
for Christmas, 

In detail Ismet said that the 
Turks would not accept the pro- 
posal that the League of Nations 
should be charged with protecting 
minorities in Turkish territory, 
because this would mean foreign 
interference. He demanded that 
the Greeks get out of Asia Minor, 
and that the Turks be transplant- 
ed from Macedonia to Anatolia. 
That done there would be no 
minorities left in Turkish territory 
which could claim to belong to any 
other country, or which the infidel 
statesmen need worry about. As 
for the Armenians, they had been 
massacred because they ‘‘dabbled 
in politics.’’ 

Logically of course the Pasha is 
right in his contention that if 
Turkey is to be independent it 
ought to be independent. To per- 
mit foreigners to meddle with the 
interne: affairs of the country 
would be to accept a position of 
servility, which Kemal has no in- 
tention of doing. If the Turks 
are not to be trusted to govern 
minorities decently they have no 
right to be allowed to govern mix- 
ed populations at all. The Allies 
are trying to set up a political 
monstrosity in the Levant; a sup- 
posedly ‘‘sovereign’’ state strad- 
dling an internationalized canal 
and functioning under the watch- 
ful eye of foreign custodians ap- 
pointed to protect its subject peo- 
ple against slaughter, pillage and 
oppression. The fact is that the 
Turk is not fit to rule and should 
not be allowed to rule anybody 
but himself, and the Allies know it, 
They do not trust him in regard 
cither to the Dardanelles or to the 
minorities. But having decided 
to re-instate him as a ruler of non- 
Moslem people they are trying to 
put him under police surveillance 
and control to keep him from act- 
ing like a Turk. Ismet says frank- 
ly and defiantly that the thing 
cannot be done; that the Turk has 
come back in his own strength and 
on his own terms, and that he in- 
tends to rule in his own right ana 
hy his own standards. 

Just what that means is all too 
apparent. Ten days ago the cor- 
respondents at Constantinople 
were sending out heart-rending 
stories about the exodus of the 
non-Moslem peoples from Asia 
Minor. These were swarming 
along the snow covered roads to 
the sea coast in numbers estimated 
to total a million and a half. Every 
port was crowded with refugees, 
every vessel crammed with them, 
and the U. 8. destroyers cruising 
around the seaboard were sending 
out harrowing appeals for more 
transports, for food, clothing and 
relief for the destitute. These | 
gruesome cablegrams suddenly 
ceased coming. Apparently the 
censor had been told to get on the 
job and draw the curtain over the 
tragedy that was being enacted. 
But enough got out to make clear 
that the evacuation of Asia Minor 
is being carried out on a wholesale 
scale. Ismet denied that the Turks 
ordered the non-Moslems to get 

put. That probably was not neces- 
sary. They knew that to stay 
meant death, and did not wait for 
orders, When the curtain is rais. 
ed again, if ever it is, the world 
may expect to read another chap- 


they cannot throw off. 


Proportional Representation. 


There were 5,664 votes cast in 
Edmonton for proportional repre- 
sentation on Monday. It would be 
interesting to know how many of 
these voters realized that under 
proportional representation, no 
matter how many candidates are to 
be elected, nor how many names 
he marks his ballot for, his vote is 
only counted for one; and that the 
question of which one, is decided 
by chance not by choice. 


They Will Do It! 


An Oregon woman used gasoline 
to etart afire, and five people 
were burned to death. A Saskat, 
ehewan woman ten days oF so ago 
used kerosene for the same pur- 
pose, and one child was burned tr 
death and three others badly in- 
jured. Comment on such occur- 
ences is needloss, and seems to be 
also useless.

A striker was sent to jail for 
thirty days for beating up a miner 
who wanted to work in one of the 
local mines. The sentence is fairly 
severe, but not mare so than the 
offence called for <A man has a 
right to live, and therefore to | 
work, and it is the busines of the | 
law to protect him in the exercise | 
of that right.

Another graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta has won fame 
abroad. A shorthorn calf bred by 
Wm. Sharpe of Lacombe and ex- 
hibited by the University, captur 
ed the breed championship at 
Guelph, the home town of the On- 
tario College of Agriculture. The 
Guelph show is the big annual 
round up of the finest stock grown 
in Ontario, a province that has 
been producing famous shorthorns 
since before the settlement of the 
West began. The show draws 
entries as well from every province 
where high class stock is grown. 
This Alberta calf carries the honor 
of being the finest aniinal of his 
breed, of any age and either sex, 
in all Canada, and he had to de- 
serve that honor to win it, Congra- 
tulations are due to the breeder, 
the University, and the stockmen 
of the province that is rapidly es- 
taéblishing its place as the home of 
the best stock in the Dominion. 


Ex-Soldiers Pay Up. 

The chairman of the soldiers’ 
settlement board at Ottawa an- 
nounces that the ex-service men 
who went upon land and obtained 
loans from the Government are do- 
ing rather better this year in the 
payment of their instalments than | 
wasto be expected. Thirty-two 
per cent of the whole amount due | 
has been paid iy. The settlers in 
Ontario have met 56 per cent of 
the amount of their payments, 
whieh brings down the margin 
that the men on Western lands 
have been able to make up. At 
least the statement shows that the 
ex-soldier settlers generally are 
making an earnest effort to meet 
the payments. That the percentage 
paid in is not higher is to be at- 
tributed in part to the unfavorable 
outcome of the year’s erop in 
many districts. It is to be taken 
into accaunt, too, that many of the 
loans were larger than present 
values and conditions would war 
rant, and that land, stock and 
equipment were purchased at war 
prices. As prices and values have 
shrunken, difficulty in making 
payments is to be expected in cases
